Humbly complaining, your orator, J.A.G.Hyatt, Committee 
for Sarah Collier, an idiot or insane person, respectfully 
represents that recently, in the partition of the real estate

Your orator further states thet there ere some very good 
farm buildings on said tract of land, but it is his observetion 
that buildings in the country soon go to rack unless occuvied 
by some one who is interested in keeping them in re-pair. 

Your orator believes that if he shovid rent the said land 
out thet it would deteriorate in velue and hence thet it would 
be to the interest of the seid Sarah Collier that the seid land 
Should be sold and the proceeds put at compound interest. The 
value of said iand added to the personel estate belonging to 
the seid Sarah Collier would make a fund the interest of which 
would furnish her reasoneble support so long as she remains in 
health.

Ques.--In your opinion, what be the effect of renting her 
lot or share out to the commen Peel. in this country? 

Ans.-- I don't think it would pay much more after a year 
or so than i Ma to keep it i@repair, the taxes paid &e. 

Ques.--State whether or not, in your opinion, it would be 
more to the interest of the said Sarah Collier and those inter- 
ested in said land to have it sold and the proceeds invested 
at 6% compound interest, or to rent said land out?
